The vulzar eafily fwallowed the bait, im- 
plored his protection, and yielded the tribute 
ef hemage and praife even to adoration ; 
his exploits were handed down to pofterity 
with a thoufand exaggerations ; ; they were 
repeated as incitements to virtue 5 divine 
honours were paid, and altars erected to his

As learning ad- 
vanced, and genius received cultivation, 
thefe ftories were embellifhed with the 
graces of poetry, that they might the bet- 
ter recommend themfelves to the attention ; 
‘they, were fung in publick,. at feftivals, for 
the inftru€tion and delight of the audience; 
and rehearfed before battle, as incentives 
to deeds of glory.

of their heroes, by dignity of fentiment 
and practice, diftinguifhed them by their 
bodily ftrength, activity and extravagance of 
behaviour.

began to be infected with the fpirit of © 
knight-errantry, when Cervantes, by. an in- 
imitable piece of ridicule, reformed the 
tafte of mankind, reprefenting chivalry i» 
the right point of view, and converting 
romance to puspofes far more ufeful and ene 
tertaining, by making ‘it affume: the fock, » 
and point out the follies of ordinary life. 


"The fame methdd has been prattifed by 
other Spanifh and French authors, and by 
none more faccefsfully than by Monlieur 
Le ‘Sage, who i in his adventures of Gil Blas, 
has defcribed the knavery . and foibles of 
life, with infinite humour and fagacity. —

inconveniencies fhe would be expofed te, if fhe 
muft be delivered in-this place (and.her pregnan- 
cy was very far advanced) without cemmunicat- 
ing her defign to ber hufband, -went ia. difguife. 
ta the houfe of my grandfather, hoping, that her 
tears and condition would move him to compaf-. 
fion, and reconcile him to an event which could 
not otherwife be amended.—She found means to 
deceive the fervants, and was introduced as an 
unfortunate: lady, who wanted. to, complain ef 
fome matrimonial! grievances, it being my grand- 
father’s particular province to deqide in al] cafes: 
of fcandal. She was accordingly admitted. inta: 
his orefence, where difcovering herfelf, fhe fell at- 
his fect, and in the moft affecting manner, .im-. 
plored his forgivenefs; at the fame time, repre-. 
feuting the danger that threatned. not only her: 
life, but that of his own gsandchild which was: 


' ,gbout to fee the light —He told her, he was 


forry that the indifcretion of her. and his fon had — 
compelled him.to make /a vow, which put it out 
of his power to give them any affiftance.—~That 
he had already imparted his thoughts on that fube 
jet to her hufband, and was furprifed that they 
fhould diflurb his peace with any further importu- 
nity—This faid, he retired.—The violence of 

my 
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my mother’s ‘affiGtion had fuch an effect on 
her conftitution, that fhe was immediately feized 
with the pains of ¢hildbed 3 and had not an old 
maid-fervant to whom fhe was very dear, afford- 
ed her pity and affiftance, at the hazard of in- 
curring my grandfather’s difpleafure, fhe and the 
innocent fruit of her womb muft have fallen 
miferable vilims to his rigour and inhumanity. 
By the friendfhip of this poor woman, fhe was 
carried up to a garret, and immediately delivered 
of a man-child, the ftory of whofe unfortunate 
birth, he himfelf now relates.—My father being 
informed of what had happened, flew to the em- 
braces of his darling fpoufe, and while he loaded 
his off-fpring with paternal careffes, could not 
forbear fhedding a flood of tears, on behold- 
ing the dear partner of his heart (for whofe eale 
he would have, facrificed the treafures of the eaft) 
ftretched upon a fotk-bed in a miferable apart 
ment, unable to protect her from the inclemen- 
cies of the weather. — It is not to be fuppofed 
that the old gentleman ‘was ignorant of what 
paffed, tho” he affected to know nothing of tha 
matter, and pretended to be very much furprized, 
when one of his grandchildren, by his eldeft fon de- 
ceafed, who lived with him as his heir apparent, 
acquainted him with:the affair; he determined 
therefore to obferve no medium, but immediate- 
ly (on the third day after her delivery) fent her 
a peremptory order to begone, and turned off 
the fervant who had preferved her life. This be-~ 
haviour fo exaiperated my father, that he had 
recourfe to the moft dreadful imprecations, and 
on his bare knees implored that heaven would 
renounce him if ever he fhould forget or for- 
give the barbarity of his fire. — The injuries

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which this alae) mother received from her 
removal in fuch cicumftances, and the want of 
neceflaries where fhe lodged, together with her 
¢rict and anxiety of mind; foon threw her into 
a languifhing diforder which put an end to-her 
life. My father, who loved her tenderly, was 
fo affcéted with her death, that he remained fix 
weeks deprived of his fenfes ; ; during which time, 
the people where he lodged, carried the infant to 
the old man, who relented fo far, on hearing the 
melancholy ftory of his daughter-in-law’s death, 
and the deplorable condition of his fon, that he 
fent the child to nurfe, and ordered my father to 
be carried home to his houfe, where he foon re- 
covered the ufe of his reafon.— Whether this 
hard-hearted judge felt any remorfe for his cruel. 
treatment of his fon and daughter ; or (which is 
more probable) was afraid his character would 
juffer in the neighbourhood ; he profeffed great 
forrow for his conduét to my father, whofe de- 
lirium was fucceeded ‘by a profound melancholy 
and referve. At length he difappeared,. and not- 
‘wihftanding all imaginable inquiry, could’ never 
be heard of, which confirmed moft people in the 
opinion of his having made away with himfelf 
in a fit of defpair. — How I underftood the parti- - 
culars of’my birth, will appear in the courfe of |

difcovered the leaft inclination to ferve hioy 3: 
but on the contrary, by all the artifices in their 
power, fed ‘his father’s refentment, and fupe. 
ported his refolution of leaving him to mifery and 
want.—But people of judgment treated this in» 
finuation as an idle chimera; becaufe had my re~ . 
lations been fo wicked as to confult their intereft 
by committing fuch an attrocious crime,: the fate 
of my father would have extended -to -me too, 
whofe life was another obftacle to their expecta- 
tion. — Mean while, I grew apace, and as | 
ftrongly refembled my father, who was the 
darling. of the tenants, I wanted. nothing:

againft the jealous enmity of ‘my coufins 5

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“ceived the more implacable hatred againft me

faw him but by ftealth; when I fometimes made 
up to hs chair as he fat to view his labourers in.

_meIn fpite of all thefe difficulties and difgraces, 
I became'a good proficient in the Latin tongue ; 
and. as. foon .as.I could write tolerably, peftered

ly. for beftowing fuch pains on my education, tel- 
_ling him, that if ever i fhould be brought to the 
_ gallows for forgery, which he had taught me to

_pedant, who dreaded nothing more than the 
_difpleafure of his patron, aflured his honour that 
_the boy’s ability was more owing to his owa ge-

— Another time for having recovered of a bruifé 
occafionéd by ahorfe and cart running over me. 
~--A. third time for being bit by a baker’s dog 
~—In fhort,. whether I was guilty er unfortunate; 
the vengeance. and fympathy of this arbitrary pe- 
@agogue were the fame. Far from being’ fubdued 
by this infernal ufage, my indignation triumphed 
over that. flavifh awe which had hitherto enforced 
my obedience; and. the more my years- and 
knowledge increafed, the more I perceived the 
injuftice and barbatity of his behaviour. By the 
help of an uncommon genius, and the advice and 
dire€tion of our ufher, who had ferved my fa- 
‘ther in his travels, | made a furprifing progrefs in. 
the clafficks, writing and arithmetick; fo that 
before I was twelve years old, I wasallowed by e- 
very body to be the beft'fcholar in the fehool : This.

walk in company to London— fet out on our

7 are difurbed a a range adventure 
om the night. 


HER FE is no fuch convenience as a wag- 

gon in this country, and my finances were 

too weak to fupport the expence of hiring a horfe ; 
J} determined therefore to fet out with the carriers, 
who tranfport goods from one place to another 
on horfe-back, and this I accordingly put in exe- 
ution, on ‘the firft day of November 1739, fit- 
ing upon a pack-faddle between two bafkets ; one 
of. which contamed my goods in a knapfack. 3 
“But by the time we arrived at Newcaftle upon 
_ Tyne, was fo fatigued with the tedioufnefs of the 
Carrlages 
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carriage, and benumbed. with the coldnels of the 
weather, that I refolved to.travel the reft of my 
journey on foot, rather than: proceed in fuch a 


‘difagreeable manner. 


The hoftler of the.inn at which we put up, 
underftanding I -was bound for London, advifed 
-me.to.take my paflage:in.a collier, which -would 
be both cheap and expeditious, and withal much 
-eafier than to walk upwards of three hundred 
miles through deep roads, in the wigter time 5 
which -he believed I had not ftrength enough to 
perform. —I was. almoft perfuaded to take his 
advice, when, one. day, ftepping into a barber's 
fhop to be. fhaved, :the young-man, whilehe la- 
thered my face, ,aecofted me thus: -‘* Sir, I pre-

{wered in the affirmative. — ‘* Pray (continued 
‘* he) of what part of Scotland ? ’? I zo. {coner 
told him, than-he difcovered great emotion, and 
mot confining. his operation to my chin and 
upper-lip, befmeared my -whele ‘face with great 
agitdtion. —.At whieh I was fo offended, -that 
ftartiag up, 1:afked-him what ‘the d--1 he meant 
by ufing me fo ?--- he begged pardon, telling me 
his,jay in meeting with a. cauntryman -had oc- 
cafioned fome coafufion in‘him; and craved my 
name.—But when I declared my name was Ran- 
dom, he exclaimed in a rapture, ‘* How! Rory 
‘¢ Random?” Thefame, [-replied, looking at 
him with-aftanifhment; ‘* What, cried he, don’t 
<S you Kndw your old {fchool-fellow, Hugh 
¢< Strap? °’ . At that inftant recolle€ting his face, 
I flew into hts :arms, and in the'tranfport.of my. 
joy, gave::him back one half of the fuds he had 
fo lavithly beftosyed on my: countenance ; fo that 
we made :a.very ludicrous appearance, and fur- 
‘Vo. 1 D nifhed 
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nifhed a great deal of mirth to his mafter and 
fhop-mates, who were witnefles of this f{cene.—~ 
When our mutual carefles were over, I fat down 
again to be fhaved, but the poor fellow’s nerves 
were fo difcompofed by this unexpected meeting, 
that his hand could fcarcely hold the razor, with 
which (neverthelefs) he found means to cut me

perceiving his diforder, bid another fupply his

‘gave Strap leave to pafs the reft of the day with 
me— We. retired immediately to my lodgings, 
where calling for fome beer, I defired to be in- 
formed of his adventures, which contained no- 
thing more, than that his mafter dying before his 
‘time was out, he had come to Newcaftle about a 
year ago, in expectation of journey-work, a- 
dong with three young fellows of his acquain- 
tance who worked in the keels; that he had the |

" gons, of which we might take the opportunity for 
; ; a 
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a very trifling expence.— I was fo ravifhed at this 
propofal, that 1 embraced him affectionately, and 
affured him he might command my purfe to the 


Jaft farthing ; but he gave me to underftand, he 


had faved money fufficient to anfwer his own oc- 
cafions; and that he had a friend in London, who 
would foon introduce him into bufinefs, in that 
capital; and might poffibly have it in his power 
to ferve me alfo. 

Having concerted the plan and fettled our af- 
fairs that night, we departed next morning by day- 
break, armed with a good cudgel each, my com- 
panion being charged with the furniture of us both, 


crammed into one knapfack, which he carried 


after the manner of foldiers on a march ; and our 
money fewed between the lining and waftband of 
our breeches, except fome loofe filver for our 
immediate expence on the road.

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rable. time extempore; fearched into every cor- 
ner of the room, and faftened the dooron the 
safide with a ftrong iron {crew, which he carried 
about with him for that ufe.— I flept very found 
till ruidnjght, when 1 was difturbed by a violent 
motion of the bed, which fhook under me with 
a continual tremor.—Alarmed at this, phoenome- 
non, I jogged my companion, whom, to my no 
{mall amazement, I found drenched in {weat, and 
quaking through every limb ; he told me with a 
low faultering voice, that we were undone; for 
there was a bloody highwayman loaded with 
piftols in the next room ; then, bidding me make 
aslittle noife as poflible, he dire€ted me to a {mall 
chink in the board partition, through which I 
could fee a thick fet brawny fellow, with a fierce 
countenance, fitting at a table in company with 
our young landlady, having a bottle of ale and a 
brace of piftols before them. —— I liftened 
with great attention, and heard him fay in a 
terrible tone: ‘* D—n_ that fon of a b—h, 
<¢ Smack the coachman! —— he has ferved 
‘© me a fine trick, indeed ! —-—— but d—tion 
<¢ feize me, if I don’t make him repent it! — 
<< T’l] teach the fcoundrel to-give intelligence to 
<< others, while he ‘s under articles with me.”’ 
_. Our landlady endeavoured to appeafe this 
exa(perated robber, by faying, that he might poffi- 
bly be miftaken in Smack, who.perhaps kept no 
correfpondence with the other gentleman that rob- 
bed his coach,—and that if an accident had dif- 
appointed him to day, he might .foon find oppor- 
tunities enough to.atone for his loft trouble. —— 
‘< [Il tell thee what, my dear Bett (replied he) 
<¢ IT never had, nor never will, while my name 
< is Rifle, have fuch a glorious booty as I miffed 
| ‘* to-day. 
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$¢ to-day. — Z—ds! there was 400/, in cath 
to recruit men for the king’s fervice, befides 
<* the jewels, watches, fwords, and money be- 
longing to the paffengers ; —had it been my 
‘6 fortune to have got clear off with fo much 
“* treafure, I would have purchafed a commiffion 
in the army, and made you an officer’s lady, 
¢ you jade, I would.”? — “ Well, well, (cries 
‘¢ Betty) we muft truft to providence for that; 
«© — but did you find nothing worth taking, 
which efcaped the other gentlemen of the roadr”’ 
*¢ Not much, faith (faid the lover; ) I gleaned 
a few things, — fuch as a pair of pops, filver- 
“¢ mounted, (here they are) I took them loaded 
‘* from the captain who had the charge of the 
<< money, together with a gold watch, which he 
*< had concealed in his breeches. — I likewife 
*¢ found ten Portugal pieces in the fhoes of a qua- 
“¢ ker, whom the fpirit moved to revile me with 
‘© great bitternefs and devotion ; but what I value 
66 myfelf moftly for, it this here purchafe, a gold 
“© fnuff-box, my girl, with a picture on the infide 
‘¢ of the lid: which I untied out of the tail of a 
‘* pretty lady’s fimock.”” ——Here, as the devil 
would have it, the pedlar fnored fo loud, that 
the highwayman {natching his piftols, ftarted up, 
crying, ‘* Hell andd—n—n! I am betrayed,— 
‘¢ who’s that in the next room?” Mrs. Betty 
told him, he need not be uncafy, there were only. 
three poor wearied travellers, who miffing the 
road, had taken up their lodging there, and were 
afleep long ago. — Travellers ! fays he, fpies, 
‘s Phe b—ch!: but no matter — by G—d, V’ll 
‘© fend them all to hell in an inftant.’”? —He ac- 
cordingly run towards our door 3 when his fweet- 
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heart interpoling, affured him, there was only a 
couple of poor young Scotchmen, who were too 
raw and ignorant to give him the leaft caufe of 
fufpicion ; and the third was a prefbyterian pedlar 
of the fame nation, who had often lodged in the 
houfe before.— This declaration fatisfied the thief, 
who fwore he was glad. there was a pedlar 
there, for he wanted fome linen. — Then ina 
jovial manner, he put about the glafs, mingling 


his difcourfe to Betty, with careffes and familiari- — 


ties, that fpoke him very happy in his amours.

one of the three, who remained at my defire, 
turning the body of Strap to one fide, in order 
to fee the wound which had killed him, found 
him. ftill warm and breathing ; whereupon I im- 
mediately let him blood, and faw him, with in- 
expreffible joy, recover ; having. received no o- 
ther wound than what his fear infli€ted.——~= 
Haying got him upon his legs, we walked toge- 
ther to an inn, about halfa mile from the place, 
where Strap being not quite recoyered,: went to 
bed; and.in a little time after, the third fervant 
returned. with the captain’s horfe and furniture, 
leaving him to crawl after ag well as he could.

toward’s the inn, ftopt all of a fudden, crying out,

~——Thefe words accompanied with a hearty fmack, 
enlivened the perfon to whom they were addreffed, 
to {uch a degree, that he cried in tranfport, tho’ 
with a wavering voice, ** Ah! you wanton 
‘< baggage—upon my credit, you area wagpifh 
~S¢ girl, he, he, he.’? — This laugh introduced a 
fit of coughing, which almoft fuffocated the poor

*¢ miffions.—Whrat, I fuppofe you think I don’t 
‘© know you ? — By G—d, you and your help- 
** mate are well met,—a caft-off miftrels, and a 
“* bald valet de chambre are well yoked together.’” 
“< Blood and wounds! (cried Weazel) d’ye quef- 
** tion the honour of my wife, madam ?—Hell: 
“* and damnation! No man in England durft fay 
“S fo much,—I would flea him, carbonado him !. 
<< Fury and deftruétion ! I would have his liver 
‘© formy fupper.””—So faying, he drew his fwordy.__ 
and flourifhed with it, to the great terror of. 
Strap: while Mifs Jenny fnapping her fingers,’ 
told him, fhe did not value his refentment a t—t. 
—In the midft of this quarrel, the matter of the: 
waggen alighted, who underftanding the caufe 
of it, and fearing the captain and his lady 
would take fo much umbrage, as to leave his:

rE X T day, while I was at work in the 
fhop, a bouncing damfel weil-dreffed came 
in, on pretence of finding a vial: for fome ufe or 
other; and taking an opportunity when fhe - 
thoucht I did not mind her, of obferving me nar- 
rowly, went away witha filent look of difdain.— 
I eafily guefled her fentiments, and my pride 
took the refolution of-entertaining the fame indif- 
ference and negle@ towards her.—At dinner, the 
‘maids with whom I dined in the kitchin, gave 
me to underftand that this was my mafter’s only 
daughter, who would have a very handfome for- 
tune, on account of which, and her beauty, a 
great many young gentlemen made their addrefles 
to her — that fhe had been twice on the brink of

Mr. Lavement’s fignificant grins at his wife, 
while fhe looked another way, conyince’d me that 
he was not at ‘all content with his Jot: And his 
behaviour in prefence. of the captain, made me 
believe his chief torment was jealoufy. — As 
for my own part, [ was confider’d in no other 
Jight than that of a menial fervant, and had been 
already fix days m the houfe without being ho- 
nour'd with one word from either mother or 
daughter, the latter (as I underftood from the 
maids) having at table one day, expreffed fome 
furprize that her papa fhould entertain fuch an auk- .

‘sheic reafon for it, which fome people were not 
oe ignorant 
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ignorant of, althodgh they defpifed’ their fele 
arts.— This infinuation of fome people and feme 
folks, put me apon obferving the behaviour of my 
miftrefs more narrowly for the future; and it 
was not long before [ had reafun ‘to believe that 
fhe look’d upon her caughter asa rival in the af- 
fections of captain: Odonnell, who lodg’d -in the 
houfe.—In the mean time my induftry and know- 
ledge gain’d me the good will of my matter, 
who would often fay in French, “ Afardy ! ceft 
‘© un bon Gargon.”

into crab’s eyes; common oil into oil of fweet 
almonds; fyrup of fugar into balfamic fyrup 3. 
Thames water into aqua cinnamomi ; turpentine 
‘into ‘capivi; and a hundred more eoftly prepara- 
tions were préduc’d in an inftant, from the 
cheapeft and coarfeft drugs of the materia medica: 
And when any common thing was order’d for a 
patient, he always took care to difguile it in co- 
‘Your or tafté, or both, in fuch a manner, as thet 
it could not pofiibly be known.—For which pure 
pefe, cochineal and oi] of cloves were of great 
fervice. Among many noftrums which he pofle(s’d, 
there was one for the venereal difeafe, that brougtt 
him a gcod deal of money ; and this ke conceal’d 
fo artfully from me, that I could never learn its 
compofition : But during the eight menths I ftay’d 
in 
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in his fervice, he was fo unfortunate in the ufe of 
ir, that three parts in four of thofe who tvok ir, 
were fain to confirm the cure by a falivation 
tinder the direction of another doctor.—=T his bad: 
fuccefs, in all appearance, attach’d him the mcre 
to his fpecific; and before I left him, I may 
venture to fay, he would have foaner renounc’s! 
the Trinity (notwithftanding his being a good 
Hugonot) than his confidence in the never-fail- 
ing power of this remedy, — Mr, Lavement had 
attempted more than once, to introduce a vege~ 
table diet into his family, by launching out into 
the praife of roots and greens, and decrying the ufe 
of flefh, both asa phyfician and philofopher ; but aif 
hts rhetoric could not make one profelyte to his 
opinion, and even the wife of his bofum declared 
againft the propofal. — Whether it was owing to 
the little regard fhe paid to her husband’s ad moni= 
tion in this particular, or to the natural warmth 
of her cunftitution, I know not; but this lady’s

no fooner heard that fhe was in company . with 
the captain, than with one blow he fplit the mor- 
tar into a thoufand pieces, and grinning like the 
head of a bafs viol, exclaim’d, ** Ah traitrefle!” 
—It would have been impoffible for me to have 
preferv’d my gravity a minute longer, when I was 
eae ‘relicv’d by a rap at the door, which] 
open’d, and perceiv’d my miftrefs ccming out of 
a coach; the flounc’d immediately in:o the fhop, 
and addreffed her husband thus: ** I fuppofe you

molt prottration of compliment, aflur’d the cap- 
tain that he was perfectly fatisfied with the honour 
- be had done his wife.— Matters being thus com- 
pos’d, every body went to reft, — Next day I. 
perceiv’d thro’ a. glafs door that open’d from the 
fhop into a parlour, the captain talking earneftly 
to mifs, who heard him witha look that expreffed 
anger mingled with fcorn; which however he 
at Jaft found means to mollify, and feal’d his re- 
conciliation with a kifs.---This foon convine’d me 
of the occafion of the quarrel; but notwithftand-. 
ing all my vigilance, I could never difcover any.

This letter was figned with: the name of an 
apothecary’s wife, who lived in Chelfea, of 
whom I had heard Odonnell was an admirer.— 
Every thing fucceeded to our wifh.—The amo- 
rous hero haftened towards the place of affigna- 
tion; and was encountered by us in the very 
place where he had affaulted me. — We rufhed 
upon him all at once, fecur’d his fword, ftript

ideas would have becn fo ‘diffufed, that I fhould © 
néver have liftened to the enchantments of one | 


alone. 


But to return to my unfortunate ftory; we - 
gave a'loofe to guilty pleafure, which for fome 


months baniflied every other concern.—At laft by 
degrees, his vifits became lefs frequent, and his 


behaviour ‘lefs warm: I perceived his coldnef&, 
my heart took the alarm, my tears reproached | 


him, ‘and I infifted upon the performance of 
his promife to cfpoufe me, that whatever fhould

ferting me for fome new game. Whereupon I 
took lodgings néar Charing-crofs, at two guineas 
per week, and began to entertain comipany ina. 
publick manner :——But my income being too fmiall. 
to defray my expence, FE was obhged-to retrench, 
and enter into articles with the porters of certain: 
taverns, whoundertcok to find employ ment enough 
for me, previded I would fhare my profits with 
them.—Aceordingly,; I was almoft every night 
engaged with company, among whom I wasex- 
poted to every mortification, danger and abufe 
that flow from drunkennefs, brutality ‘and pc 

. | . } — How. 
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«How miferable is the condition of a courtezatt, 
whofe bufinefs it is to footh, fuffer, and obey the 
_ ditates of rage, infolence and luft !—As my fpi- 
rit was not fufficiently humbled to the will, nor 
my temper calculated for the converfation of my 
gallants, it was impoffible for me to overcome 
an averfion | felt for my profeffion, which mani- 
fefted itfelf in a fettled gloom on my countenance, 
and difgufted thefe fons of mirth and riot fo much, 
that I was frequently ufed in a fhocking manner, 
‘and kicked down ftairs with difgrace.—-T he mef- 
fengers feeing me difagreeable to their benefaCctors 
and employers, feldom troubled me with a ¢all, 
and I began to find myfelf almoft totally neglected. 
‘To contribute towards my fupport, I was fain to 
fell my watch, rings, trinkets, with the beft part of 
amy cloaths; and I was one-evening mufing by 
myfelf, on the mifery before me, when I re- 
ceived a meflage from a bagnio, whitber I repaired 
‘in a chair, and was introduced to a gentlernan 
' dreffed like an officer, with whom I fupped tte 
@ téte, in a fumptuous manner, and after drink- 
“ing a hearty glafs of champaign, went to 
bed.—-In the morning when I awoke I found 
my gallant’ had got up, and drawing afide 
‘the curtain,’ could not perceive him in’ the 
‘room ; this gave me fome uneafinefs, but as he 
‘might have: retired on fome necetlary occa 
fion, I waited a full hour for his return; 
.and then in the greateft perplexity got up, and 
rung the bell. When the waiter came to the 
door, he found. it locked, and defired-admittance, 
:which I granted, after obferving with great fur 
prize ‘that the key remained ‘on the infide, as 
-Wwhen we went to bed.--- I no fooner enquired fur 
the captain, than the fellow flaring with a dit- 
ree, S I tracte J 
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tracted look, cried, ** Haw, madaar! is he not 
¥6 a-bed ?” And when he was fatisfied as to that, 
run into a clofet adjoining to the chamber, the 
window of which he found open.—Through this 
the adventurer,had got upon a wall, from whence 
he dropped down inta a court and efcaped ; leav- 
ing me to be anfwerable, not only for the rec- 
koning, but alfo for a. large filver tankard and 
poffet-bow], which he had carried off with him, 
-—It is impoffible to defcribe the confternation I 
.was under, when I faw myfelf detain’d as a thief’s 
accomplice (for I was looked upon in that light) 
and carried before a juftice, who miftaking my 
confufion for a fign of guilt, committed me after 
a fhort examination to Bridewell, having advifed 
me, as the only means to fave my life, to tura 
evidence, and impeach my confederate.—1 now 
concluded, the vengeance of heaven had over- 
taken me, and that I muft foon finifh my career 
by an ignominious death.—This refle@tion funk 
{o deep into my foul, that I was for fome days 
deprived of my reafon, and actually believed my- 
felf in hell, tormented by fiends: Indeed, there 
needs not a very extravagant imagination to form 
that conjecture,;. for of all the fcenes on earth, 
that of Bridewell approaches neareft the idea I 

had always entertained of the infernal regions. 
—Here I faw nothing but rage, anguifh and im- 
piety ; and heard nothing but groans, curfes and 
blafphemy.—In the midi of this hellifh crew, I 
was fubjected to the tyranny of a barbarian, who 

impofed upon me tasks that I could not poffibl 
perform, and then punifhed my incapacity with 
the utmoft rigour and inhumanity. I was often 
whipt into a fwoon, .and lafhed out of it, during 
which miferable intervals, L was, robbed, by my 
: chow=- 
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fellow-prifoters of every thing about me, ever 
to my cap, fhoes and ftockings : I was not only 
deftitute of neceffaries, but even of food, fo that 
mry wretchednefs was extreme. Not one of my 
acquaintance to whom [I imparted my fituation, 
would grant me the leaft fuccour or regard, on 
retence of my being committed for theft ; and 
my landlord refufed to part with fome of my own 
cloaths which § fent for, becaufe I was indebted 
to him for a-week’s lodging: —-Overwhelmed with. 
calamity, I grew defperate, and refulved to put 
an end to my grievances and life together; for 
this purpofe I got up in the middle of the nigh, 
when JI thought every body round me afleep, 
‘and fixing one end of my handkerchief to a large 
hook in the ceiling, that fupported the fcales on 
which the hemp is weighed, | ftood upon a chair 
‘and making a noofe on the other end, put my 
‘neck into it, with an intention to hang myfelf, 


but before I could adjuft the knot, I was furprifed: 


‘and prevented by two women who had been 
awake ali the while, and fufpeCted my defign:— 


Yn the moming my attempt was'publifhed among — 


‘the prifoners, ard punifhed with thirty ftripes, 
‘the pain of which co-opetatmg with my difap- 
‘pointment and difgrace, bereft me of my fenfes 
and threw me imto‘an extafy of madnefs, where- 
in tore the fiefy from my bones with my teeth, 
and dafhed my head againft the pavement.---So 
that they were obliged to fet a watch over me, to 
‘reftrain me from doing further mifchief to myfelf 
and others.---T his fit of phrenzy continued three 
days, at the end of which F grew calm and fullen; 
but as the defireof making away with my felf {till re- 
mained, ] came to a determination of {tarving my felf 


‘to death, and with that view refuted all fuftenance. ~ 
as Whether 
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W hether iz. was owing to the want of oppofitions 
or to the weaknefs of nature, I know. not, but 
on the fecond day of my faft,-1-found my re- 


- folution confiderably impaired, and the, calls of 


hunger almoft infupportable. -=- At. this critical 


_ conjuncture a lady was brought into the prifon 


with whom I had contracted an acquaintance 
while I lived with Horatio; fhe was then on the 
fame footing as 1 was, but afterwards quarrelling 
with her gallant, and not finding another to her 
mind, altered her fcheme of life, and fet up a 
coffee-houfe among the hundreds of Drury; 
where fhe entertained gentlemen with claret, ar 
rack, and the ehoice of half a dozen damfels, 
who lived in her houfe. This ferviceable ma- 
tron, having negleéted to gratify a certain j—ce. 
for the connivance fhe enjoyed, was indiGed at 
the quarter feffions, in confequence of which 
her bevy was difperfed, and herfelf committed to 


_ Bridewell.—She had not been. long there, before 


fhe learned my difafter, and. coming up to me, 


after a compliment of condolance, enquired into 


the particulars of my fate: While we were en- 
gaged in difcourfe together, the mafter came and 
told me that the fellow on whofe account I had 
Suffered was taken, that he had confefled the 
theft, and cleared me of any concern in the af- 
fair; for which reafon he, the mafter, had orders

ditions of her offer, were, fhat I fhould pay. 
three guineas weekly for my board, and a rea- 
fonable confideration befides for the ufe of fuch 
cloaths and ornaments as: fhe fhould fupply me 

with, to be dedu€ted from the firft profits of my 
embraces.—T hefe were hard terms ; but not fo be 
rejected by one who was turned out helplefs and 
naked into the wide world, without a friend to 
pity or affift her. — I therefore embraced hee 
propofal, and fhe being bailed in a few hours, 
took me home with her in a coach, As I was 
by this time confcious of having formerly dif- 
gufted my admirers by my referved and haughty 
behaviour, I now endeavoured to conquer that 
difpofition, and the fudden change of my fortune 
giving mea flow of fpirits, I appeared in. the 
moft winning and gay manner I could affume. 
Having the advantage of a godd voice and educa- 
tion, 1 exerted my talents to the uttermoft, and 
foon became the favourite with all company.— 
This fuccefs alarmed the pride and jealoufy of 
Mrs. Coupler, who could not bear the thoughts 
of being eclipfed: She therefore made a merit of 
her envy, and whifper’d among her cuftomers that 
I was unfound.—T here needed no more to ruin 
my reputation and blaft my profperity ; every body 
fhunned me with marks of averfion and difdain, 
and ina very fhort time I was as folitary as ever. 
Want of gallants was attended with want of 
money to fatisfy my malicious landlady, who 
having purpofely given me credit to the amount 
of eleven pounds, took out a writ againft me, 
and I was arrefted in her own houfe.— Though the 
rcom was crouded with people, when the bailif 
‘ : entered, 
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entered, not one of them had compaffion enough’ 
to attempt to molify my profecutrix, far lefs to pay. 
the debt ; they even Jaughed at my tears, and one, 
of them bid me be of good cheer, for I -fhould 
not want admirers in Newgate. At that inftant 
a fea lieutenant came in, and feeing my plight, 
began to enquire into the circumftances of my 
misfortune, when this wit advifed him to keep 
clear of me, for I was a fire-fhip. — A fire-fhip ! 
“* (replied the failor) more like a poor. galley in 
‘ diftrefs that has been boarded by fuch a fire-thip. 
*¢ as you; if-fo be that be the cafe, fhe ftands in 
“s more need of affiftance. —- Harkee, my girl, 
‘¢ how far have you over-run the conflable-? ”— 
I told him that the debt amounted to eleven 
pounds, befides the expence of the writ. -— ‘* An 
«Ss that be all (faid he) you fhan’t go,to the bil- 
‘* boes this bout.”— And taking out- his purfe, 
paid the money, difcharged the bailif, and telling 
me, I had got into the wrong port, advifed me 
to feek out a more convenient harbour, where I 
‘could be fafely hove down, for which purpofe he 
made me a prefent of five guineas more.— I was 
fotouched with this fingular piece of generofity, 
that for fome time I had not power to thank him. 
— However, asfoon as I had recollected myfelt, _ 
I begged the favour of him to go with me 
to the nexttavern, where I explained the nature 
of my difafter, and convinced him of the falfe- 
hood of what was reported to my prejudice fo 
effe€tually, that he from that moment attached 
himfelf to me, and we lived in great harmony 
together, until he was obliged to go to fea, where 
he perifhed in a ftorm. : 

Having loft my- benefactor, and almoft con- 
fumed the remains of his bounty, I faw myfelf 
_ | , in 
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in danger of relapfing into my former necefhity, 
and: began to be very uneafy at the profpedct of 
bailifs and jails ; — when one of the fifterhood, a 
Rittle ftale, adviftd me to take lodzings in a part 
of the town where I was unknown, and pafs 
for an heirefs, which might entrap fome body to 
Be my hufband, who would poffibly be able to 
allow me an handfome maintenance, or at worlt 
fcreen me from the dread and danger of a prifon, 
by becoming liable for whatever debts I fhould 
contract. ——-1 approved of this fcheme, towards 
fhe execution of which my‘companion clubbed 
her wardrobe, and undertook to live with me in 
quality of my maid; with the provifo, that fhe 
ftiould be reimburfed and handfomely confidered 
eut of the profits of my fuceefs.——-She was imme- 
diately detached to look out for a convenient place, 
and that very day hired a genteel apartment in 
Park-ftreet, whither F moved in: a coach loaded 
with her baggage and: my own. — I made nty firft 
appearance in a blue riding ‘habit trimmed with 
filver ; and my maid acted her part fo artfully, 


that ina day ortwo, my fame was fpread all over. 


_ the neighbourhood, and I was faid to bea rich 
heirefs juft arrived from the country. — This reé 
port brought a fwarm of gay young fellows about 
me ; but I foon found them out’to be all indigeng 
adveriturers like myfelf, who ‘crouded to me like 
crows to 2 carrion, with a view of preying upon 
my fortune.—I:maintained, however, the appear-

fication, and furprife, to fee next night, ia that 
friend, my old keeper. Horatio, whe no fooner 
beheld me than he changed colour; but bad pre- 
fence of mind enough to advance and falute me, 
bidding me (with.a iow voice). be ander so. appre. 
henfion, for he would not expofeme.—In fpite of 
this affurance, I could not recover mylelf fo far, 
as tg entertain them, but withdrew to my-chamber _ 
on pretence of a fevere head-ach, to the no {mall 
concern of my adorer, who took his leave im the 
aendereft manner, and went off with his friend. 
. Having imparted my &tuation to my companion, 
fhe found it high time for us to-decamp, and that 
without any maile, becaufe we were not only in- 
debted to our landlady, but alfo to feveral tradefmien 
in the neighbourhood. —- Oursetreat, (therefore) 
was. concerted andexecuted in this manner: Have 
ing packed up.all our cloaths and moveables in 
{mall parcels, fhe. (on pretence of fetching -cor+ 
dials for me) carried them at feveral times, to the 
houfe of an acquaintance, where the likewife pro- 
cured a lodging, to which we. retired, in the 
middle of the night, when every other bady in 
the houfe was afleep.— 1 was.now obliged to aim 
at lower game, and accordingly-fpread my nets a- 
mong trades peaple; but found . them. ail-too 
phlegmatic or cautious for my art and attractions 5 
till at Jaft I became.acquaiated with you, on whom 
I practifed all my dexterity 3 mot:that I believed 
you had any fortune or expectation of one, but 
that I might transfer the burthen ef fuch debts as 
I had incurred or could contract, from myfelf to 
another, and at the Jame time, avenge myfelf. 
of your fex, by rendering-agiferable, one ee 
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bore fuch refemblance to the wretch who 
ruined me; — but heaven preferved you from 
my {nares, by the difcovery you made, which was 
owing ta the negligence of my maid in leav- 
ing the chamber-deor unlocked, when fhe 
went to buy fugar for breakfaft.— The perfon 
in bed with me, was a gentleman whom I 
had allured the night before, as. he walked 
homeward pretty much elevated with liquor; 
for by this (me, my condition was fo low, 
that I was forced to turn out in the twilight, to 
the ftreets in hopes of prey.—When I| found my- 
{clf deteéted and forfaken by you, I was fain to 
move my lodging, and dwell two pair of ftairs 
higher than before: My companion being difap- 
pointed in her. expectations, left me, to trade upcn 
her own bottom, and I had no other refource,- 
than to venture forth, like the owls, in the dark,to 
pick up a precarious and uncomfortable fubfiftence. 
{ have often fauntered between Ludgate-hill and 
Charing-crofs, a whole winter-night, expofed not 
only to the inclemency of the weather, but like- 
wife to the rage of hunger and thirft, without being 
{o happy as to meet with one cully ; then creep up 
to my garter, ina deplorable, draggled condition, 
ineak to bed, and try to bury my appetite and 
forrows in fleep. — When I lighted on fome rake 
or trade{man reeling home drunk, 1. frequently 
{uffered the moft brutal treatment,.in fpite of 
which I was obliged to affect gaiety and good 
humour, tho’ my foul was ftung with refent- 
ment and difdain, and my heart loaded with grief 
and affiction. — In the courfe of thefe nocturnal 
adventures, I was infeéted with the difeafe, that 
in a fhort time render’d me the objeé&t of my own 
- abhorrence, and drove me tothe retreat, where 

Dee your 
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yout benevolence refcued me from the jaws of 
death. 


_ So much candour and good fenfe appeared ia 
this lady’s narration, that I made no fcruple 
of believing every fyllable of what fhe faid; and 
exprefled my aftonifhment at the variety of mife- 
ries fhe had undergone, in fo little time; for all 
her misfortunes had happened within the compafs 
of two years.—I compared her fituation with my . 
own, and found it a thoufand times more wretche 
ed: [ had endured hardfhips, tis true; my whole 
life had been a feries of fuch, and when I looked 
forward, the profpect was not much bettered— 
but then, they were become habitual to me, and 
confequently,[ could bear them with lefs difficulty. 
—-If one fcheme of life fhould not fucceed, I could 
have recourfe to another, and fo to a third, veering 
about toa thoufand different fhifts, according to 
the emergencies of my fate without for‘eiting the.

verfe of fortune be! a reverfe, that not only robbs 
her of thefe external comforts, and plunges her 
into all the miferies of want, but alfo murthers 
her peace of mind, and entails upon her the curfe 
of sternal infamy ! — Of all profeffions I pro- 
= nounced 
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mounced that-of ‘a courtezan the: moft deplorable, 
and ‘her of all courttezans the moft unhappy.— She 
allowed my obfervation to bé juft in the main, 
but at the fame time, affirmed, that notwithftand- 
ing the diffraces ‘whieh had ‘fallen to her fhare, 
fhe:had not been fo unlucky in the condition of a 
proftitate as many others of'the fame community. 
~— ‘6 f have often‘{een, {faid fhe) while I {trotted 
6 about the flreets at midnight, a number of 
“ naked ‘wretches reduced to rags and filth, hud= 
** led together like fwine, in the corner of adark 
** diley’; forme of whom, but eighteen months 
 before,'I had knéwn he favourites of the town, 
<* solling in affluence, and glittering in all the 
“, pomp’ of equipage and drefs.”—And indeed the 
' gradation is eafily conceived ; the moft fafhionable 
womian of the town is as liable to contagion, as 
one.ia a much humbler fphere; fhe infects her 
admirers, her fituation is publick, fhe is avoided, 
neglected, unable to fupport her ufual appearance, 
-which however fhe ftrives to maintain as long as 
poflible’;. her credit fails, fhe is obligedto retrench 
and become a night-walker, her malady gains 
ground; fhe ‘tampers with -her conftitution: and 
fuinsit; her complexion fades, fhe grows naufe- 
ous to-every body, finds hertelf reduced to a. ftarv- 
ing ‘condition; is tempted to pick pockets, is de~ 
tected, committed to Newgate; where fhe re- 
mains in a- miferable condition, "tijl fhe is dif- 
charged becaufe the plaintiff will not appear to pro- 
fecute her. No bedy will afford her lodging, ‘the 
fymptoms of her diftemper are grown outrageous, 
fhe {ues to be admitted into an hofpital, where fhe 
is cured at the expence of her nofe ; {he is turned 
out naked into the ftreets, depends upon the ad- 
dreffes of thecanaille, is fatn to allay the rage of 

_ hunger 
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hunger and cold with gin, degenerates into a ftate 
of: brutal infenfibility, rots and dies upon a dung- 
hill.—Miferable wretch that Iam! perhaps the 
fame horrors are.deoreed .for tre !+-*¢ No (cricd 
‘© fhe after fome paufe) I fhall never live to fech 
“© extremity cf dittrefs !: my own: hand fhall open 
‘© a way for my. deliverance, before I arrive at 
‘© that forlorn period !’’-—Her condition filled me 
with fympathy and compaffion ; [ revered her qua- 
lifications, looked’ upon .her as_unfcriunate, not 
criminal ; and attended her with fuch care and 
fuccefs, - that: in ‘Iefs than two months, her 
health; as well as my own, was perfe&ly te- 
eftablifhed.——As.we often conferred upon our mu- 
tual affairg, and interebanged advice, a thouland 
different proje&ts were formed, which upon further 
canvafling appeared impracticable: — We would 
have gladly gone to fervice ; but who would take 
us.in without recommendation’? At length an ex-" 
pedient-oecutred to ber, of which fhe intended 
to: lay hold; and-this was, to procure. with the. 
firft money. fhe fhould earn,: the homely garb of.

diftance from town, and come up in a waggon, | 
as a, freth girl. for fervioe ; by which means, the:

— So 
faying, he pufhed the feaman out of the birth. 
- While he entertained us with reflections fuit- 
able to this event, we heard the boatfwain pipe to 
dinner ; and immediately the boy belonging to our 
mefs, run to the locker, from whence he carried ~ 
off a large wooden platter, and ina few minutes, 
returned with it full of ‘boiled peas, crying, 
*¢ Scaldings,” all the way as he came.— THe 
cloath, confifting of a piece of an old fail, was-in- 
ftantly laid, covered with three plates, which by 
the colour I could with difficulty difcern to be 
-metal, and as many fpoons of the fame compoft- 
tion, two of which were eéurtatled in the handles, 
and ‘the other abridged in the lip. Mr. Morgah 
himfelf enriched this mefs with a lump of falt but- 
ter, fcooped from an old gallipot, and a handful 
of onions fhorn, with fome pounded pepper.— 1 
was not very much tempted with the appearance 
of this-difh, of which, neverthelefs, my mefe-matés 
eat heartily; advifing mé to follow their example, 
as it was banyan day, and’ we’ could have no 
meat till next noon.—But I had already laid ih

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After dinner, Thomfon led me round the fhip, 
fhewed me the different parts, defcribed their

my practifed on board. — He then demanded of 
the boatfwain, an hammock for me, which was 
flung in a very neat manner by my friend Jatk 
Rattlin; and as I-had no bed-cloaths, procured 
credit for me with the purfer, for a matrafs and 


_ two blankets. — At feven o’ clock in the evening 


Morgan vifited the fick, and having ordered what 
was proper for each, I affifted Thomfon in making 
up his prefcriptions : ‘But when I followed him with 
the medicines into the fick birth or hofpital,’ and 
obferved the fituation of the patients, I was much 
lefs furprifed to fee people die on board, than a- 
ftonifhed to find any body recover.

I Could not comprehend how it was poffible 


for the attendants to come near thofe who

. tirely out of the reach-of all vifitation — Much 
lefs. could I conjecture how my friend Thomfon 
would ‘be able to adminilter clyfters, that- were 
ordered for fome in. that fituation. — When I faw 
-him. thruft his. wig in his pocket; and ftrip him- 
felf to his waiftcoat in a moment, then creep. on 
all four, under the hammocks of the fick, and 
forcing up his bare pate between two, kept them 
afunder with one fhoulder, until he had done his 
duty. — Eager to learn the fervice, I defired he 
would give me leave to perform the next-ope- 
sation, ofthat kind; and he confenting, I undrefled 
myfelf after bis example, and crawling along, 
the fhip happened to roll, which alarming me ; :

— When we had got half way down the ladder, 
Mr. Morgan, before he faw us, having. intelli- 
gence by his nofe, of the approach of fomething 
extraordinary, cried, ‘* Cot have mercy upon 
‘© myfenfes! I pelieve the.enemy has poarded us 
‘> in aftink-pot!”? Then dire&ting his difcourfe 
to the fteward, from whom he imagined the 
odour, proceeded, he reprimanded him feverely 
for the freedoms he took among gentlemen of

The firft who came under his cognizance was a 
poor fellow juft freed of a fever,which had weaken- 
ed him fo much, that he could hardly ftand.— 
Mr. Mackfhane (for that was the doétor’s name) 
a8 having 
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having felt his pulfe, protefted he was. as -well as 


any man in the world; and the captain delivered 


him over to the boatfwain’s mate, with orders 
that he fhould receive a round dozemat the gang- 
way immediately, for counterfeiting himfelf fick 
when he was not; — but before the difcipline 
could be executed, the man dropt down :on the 
deck, and had well nigh perifhed under the hands 
of the executioner. — The next patient to be 


 confidered, laboured under a quartan ague, and 


being then in his interval of health, difcovered 
no other fymptoms of diftemper, than a pale 
meagre countenance, and emaciated body ;. upon 
which, he was declared fit for duty, and turned 
over to the boat(wain ;—but being refolved to dit 
grace the doctor, died upon the forecaftle next 
day, during his cold fit. —-The third complained 
of a pieuretic ftitch, and fpitting of blood, for 
which doétor Mackfhane prefcribed exercife at 
the pump to promote expectoration ; but whether 
this was improper for one in his fituation, or 
that it was ufed to excefs, I know not, but in lef& 
than half an’ hour he was fuffocated with a de- 
luge of blood that iflued from his lungs. —~ A | 
fourth, with much difficulty climbed to the quar= 
ter-deck, being loaded with a monftrous afcites 
or dropfy, that invaded his cheft fo much, he 
could fearce fetch. his breath ; but his difeafe be-. 
ing interpreted into fat, occafioned by idlenefs and’ ©

_application made him exert himifelf. fo n.ucb, that | 
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ihe aGtually arrived at the foot-hook-fhrouds, but 
when the enormous. weigbt of his body had no~ 
thing elfe to fupport it than his weakened arms, 
either out of fpite or necefiity, he quitced- his 
hold, and plumped into the fea, where he muft 
have been. drowned, had not a failor whe was in 2 
boat along-fide, faved his life, by keeping him. a- 
float, till he was hoifted on hoard. by a tackle.—~ 
It would be tedious and difagreeable to defcribe 
the fate of every miferable’ object that fuffered 
by the inhumanity: and ignorance of the captain 
and furgeon, who fo wantonly faerificed the lives 
of their fellow-creatures. . Many were brought 
up in the height of fevers, and rendered delirious 
Dy the: injuries they fuffered in the way.—Some 
gave up the ghoft in the prefence of their infpec- 
tors; and others, who were ordered to their du- 
‘ty, languifhed a few days at work, among their 
fellows, and then departed without any ceremony. 
‘=On the whole, the number of fick was reduced 
‘to lefs than a dozen ;. and the authors of this re- 
-duGion were applauding themfelves: for the fer- 
Wice they had dane tq their king and country, 
when the boatfwain’s mate informed his honour, 
-that there was 2. maw below lafhed to his’ ham- 
 ameock by the direGion ef the dodor’s mate, and 
that he. begged hasd to he releafed; affirming, 
ha had been fo maltreated -anly for. a-grudge

Sometime 
we funk between twa -waves that rofe on each 
fide higher than our topmaft head, and threatned 
by. dafhing together,. to overwhelm us in a mo- 
ment ! Of all our fleet, confifting of a hundred and 
fifty fail, fcarce twelve appeared, and thefe driving 


* unden their bare poles, at,the mercy of the tem- 
pelt. At length the mafts of ome of them gave 


way, and tumbled over-board with a hideous 
erafh!. Nor was‘the profpe& in our own fhip 
much more agreeable ; a number of officers and 
failors run. backward and forward with diftra@ion 
in their looks, hollowing to one another, and 
unknowing what. they fhould attend to fir.

apartment without any ceremony, and by the 
glimmering of a lamp, perceived him on his knees, 
before fomething that very much refembled a 
crucifix; but this I will not infifl upon, that I 
may not feem too much a flave to common re- 
port, which indeed afiifted my conjecture on this 
occafion, by reprefenting Dr. Mackfhane as a

ed, loft all patience and became frantick ; vented 
my rage in oaths and execrations, till my. {pirits 
being quite exhaufted, I remained quiet and ine 
fenfible of the load that: opprefled me.

NHE news of this event affeéted my fellow- 
prifoner and me extremely, as our unfor= 
tunate companion had juftly acquired by his ami- 

able difpofition, the love and’ efteem of us both; 
and the more we regretted his untimely fate, the 
greater horror we conceived for the villain who 
was undoubtedly the occafion of it.—Th's aban- 
doned mifcreant did not difcover the leaft fymp- 
tom of-concern for Thomfon’s ‘death, althougls 
he muft be confcious to himfelf, of having driven, 
him by ill ufage to’ that fatal refolution ; ; but de-. 
fired the captain’ to fet Morgan at liberty again 
to look after the patients. Accordingly’ one of, 
the. corporals was fent up to’ unfetter him ; when: 
he. protefted he would: not be relcafed until he

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Our fleet having joined another that waited for - 
us, lay at anchor about a month in the harbour 
of Port-Royal in Jamaica, during whieh time 
fomething of confequence wascertainly tranfacted; 
notwithftanding the infinuations of fome who af- 
firmed we had no bufinefs at all in that place— 
that in order to take the advantage of the feafon 
Roper for our enterprize, the Weft-Indian fqua- 

ron, ‘which -had previous notice of our coming, 
ought to have joined us at the weft end of Hi- 
fpaniola with neceffary ftores and refrefhments, 
from whence we could have failed directly to 
Carthagena, before the enemy could put them- 
felves in a good pofture of defence, or indeed 
have un inkling of our defign. Be this as it 
will, we failed from Jamaica, and in ten days or 
a fortnight, beat up againft the wind as far as 
the ifle of Vache, with an intention, as was 
faid, to attack the French fleet, then fuppofed'to 
be lying near that place ; but before we arrived 
they had failed for Europe, having firft difpatchec 
an advice-boat to Carthagena with an account of 
our being in thefe feas, as alfo of our ftrength 
and defination. —We loitered here fome days 
longer, taking in wood, and brackifh water, in 
the ufe whereof, however, our admiral feemed 
to confult the health of the men, by reftri€ting 
each to a quart a day.——At length we fet fail, 
and arrived in a bay to the windward of Cartha~ ~ 
gena, where we came to an anchor, and lay at 
our_eafe ten days longer. — Here again, certain

— The taking of 
thefe forts, in the ftrength of which the Spaniards 


‘chiefly confided, made us mafters of the outward 


harbour, and occafioned great joy among-us ; as 


- we laid our accounts. with finding little or -no op- 


pofition from the town; And indeed, if 3 few 
great fhips had failed up immediately, Lefore they 
had recovered from the confufion and defpair that 
our unexpeted fuccefs had produced among them,

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-tonfequences: of the victory, none’ was more 
grateful than pleaty. of frefh.water, after we had 
languifhed five weeks on theallowanee of a pur- 
fer’s quart per diem for each mang, in the Torrid 
‘Zone; where the fun was vertical, and the ex- 
pence of bodily fluid fo great, that a gallon of 
liquor could fcarce fupply: the wae. of twenty- 
four hours; ‘efpecially as our provifion .confifted 
of putrid falt beef, to which the failors. gave the 
name of Irifh horfe; falt pork. of New-England, 
which though neither fith nor flefh, favoured of 
both; bread from.the fame country, every bifcuit 
whereof, like a piece of clock work, moved by 
its own internal impulfe, occafioned by the my- 
riads of. infe&ts that dwelt within it ; and butter 
ferved out by the gill, that tafted like train-oil 
thickened with falt. Inttead of f{mall-beer, each 
man was allowed three half quarterns of brandy 
or rum, which was diftributed. every morning, 
-diluted with a certain quantity of his water, 
without either fugar or fruit to render it palatable, 
for which .reafon this compofition, was by the 
failors not unaptly ftiled Neceffity. Nor was this 
limitation of fimple element owing to a fecarcity 
of it on board, there being at..this time water 
enough in ,the fhip for a voyage of. fix months, 
at the rate of half a gallon per day .to each 
mans: Bue this faft muft (L.{uppofe) have. been 
- injoined by way of pennance.on the fhip’s com- 
pany for their. fins;.or. rather with a view to 
_ mortify them into a.contempt of. life, that they 
might thereby become more refolute and regard- 
-. lefs of danger. How fimple then.do thofe peo-

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and affirm, that a great ‘many valuable lives might 
have been faved, if the ufelefs tranfports had been 
employed in fetching. frefh ftock, turtle, fruit, 
and other ‘refrefhments from Jamaica and. other 
adjacent iflands, for the ufe of the army and 
ficet ! feeing it ts to be hoped, that thofe who 
died went to .a better place, and thofe who fur- 
vived were the more eafily .maintained.—A fter 
all, a fufficient number remained to fall before 
the wails of St. Lazar, where they behaved like 
Weir own country mattifs, which fhut their eyes, 
gun into the jaws of a bear, and have their heads 
crufhed for their valour.

fick and wounded were fqueezed into certain 
veflels, which thence obtained the name of hof- 
pital fhips, though methinks they {carce deferved 
fuch a creditable title, feeing few of them could 
boaft of either furgeen, aurfe or cook; and the 
fpace between decks was fo confined, that the 
miferable patients had not room to fit upright in 
their beds. Their wounds and ftumps being ne- 
gleGed, contracted filth and putrefaction, and 
millions of maggots were hatched’ amid the cor- 
ruption of their fores. This inhuman dilregard 
was imputed to the fcarcity of furgeons; though 
it is well known, that. every great fhip in the 
fieet could have {pared one at leaft for this duty, 
which would haye been more than fufficient to 
remove this fhocking inconvenience: But, per- 
haps, the general was too much of a gentlemart 
to afk a favour of this kind from his fellow-chief, 
who, on the other hand, would net derogate fo’ 
far from his owa dignity, as to offer fuch aiiftance 
unafked ; for.I may venture to affirm, that by 
this time the Demon of difcord with her footy 
wings, had breathed her influence upon our coun~ 
fels; and it might be faid of thefe.great men, 

F 03. (I hope 
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(1 hope they will pardon the comparifon) as of 
Czfar and Pompey, the one could not brook a 
fuperior, and the other was impatient of an e- 
qual: So that between the pride of one, and 
infolence of another, the’ enterprize mifcarried, 
according to the proverb, ** Between two fools 
‘, the backfide falls to the ground.”—Not that 
I would be thought to liken any public concern 
to that opprobrious part of the human body, al- 
though I might with truth affert, if I durft ufe 
fuch a vulgar idiom, that the nation did hang an 
a—fe at its difappointment on this occafion ; nei- 
ther would I prefume to compare the capacity of 

our heroic Jeaders to any fuch wooden conveni- 
ence as a joint-ftool or a clofe-ftool; but only | 
fignify by this fimile, the miftake the people com- 
mitted in trufting to the union of two inflruments 

that were never joined. a rn 
A day or two after the attempt on St. Lazar, 
the admiral ordered one of the Spanifh men of 
war we had taken, to be mounted with ‘fixteen 
puns and manned with detachments from our 
great fhips, in order to batter the town; accord 
ingly, fhe was towed into the inner harbour in 
the night-time, and moored within half a mile of 
the walls, againft which fhe began to fire at 
-day-break ; and continued about fix hours expofed

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Fent opinion of the admiral’s underftanding, as 
to think he expected the town would furrender 
to his floating battery of fixteen guns: Others 


_ imagined his fole intention was to try the enemy’s 


ftrength, by which he would be able to compute 
the number of great fhips that would’ be necef- 
fary to bring the Spaniards to a capitulation < 
But this laft conje@ure foon appeared ground- 
Iefs, in as much as no fhips of any kind what- 
ever were afterwards employed on that fervice. 
—A third fort {wore, that no other ¢aufe could 
be affigned for this undertaking, than that which 
induced Don Quixote to attack the windmill. 
A fourth clafs (and that the moff numerous, | 
though without doubt, compofed of: the fan- 
guine and malicious) plainly taxed this com- 
mander with want of honefty as well as fenfe ; 
and alledged that he ought to have facriticed 
private pique to the intereft of his country ; that 
where the lives of fo many brave fellow citizens 
were concerned, he ought to have concurred with 


the general, without, being follicited or even de- 


fired, towards their prefervation and advantage ; 
that if his arguments could not diffuade him from 
a defperate enterprize, it was his duty to render 


it as pra@ticable as pofiible, without running ex- 
.treme hazard ; that this could have been ‘done, 
with.a good profpedt of fuccefs, by ordering five 
.or fix large fhips to batter the town while the 


land forces ftormed tlie caftle ; by this means, ‘a 

confiderable diverfion would have been made’ in 

favour of thofe troops, who in their marth to 

the affault and in the retreat, fuffered much more 

from the town than from the caftle ; that the in- 

habitants fecing sa vigoroufly attacked on 
| L ee a PO a 
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all hands, would have been divided, diffracted 
and confufed, and in all probability, unable to re- 
fift the aflaifants.— But all thefe fuggeftions furely- 
proceed from ignorance and malevolence, or elfe 
the admiral would not have found it fuch an eafy 
matter, at his return to England, to juftify his con- 
-du& to.a miniftry at once fo upright and difcern- 
ing.—T rue it is, that thofe who undertook to vin- 
dicate him on the fpot, afferted, there was not wa- 
ter enough for our great fhips near the town ; tho’ 
this was a little unfortunately urged, becaufe 
there happened to be pilots-in the fleet perfectly 
well acquainted with the foundings of the har- 
bour, who affirmed there was water enough for 
five eighty gun fhips to lye a-breaft, almoft up. 
at the very walls. —T he difappointments we fuf- 
fered, occaGoned an univerfal dejeCtion, which ~ 
was not at all alleviated by the objeéts that daily 
and hourly entertained our eyes, nor by the pro- 
, pect of what mult inevitably happen, if we re- 
mained much longer in this B hepa Has was the 
ceconomy in fome fhips, that rather than be at 
the trouble of interring the dead, their comman- 
ders ordered their men to throw the bodies over- 
board, many without either ballaft or winding- 
fheet ; fo that numbers of human carcafles floated 
in the harbour, until they were devoured by fharks 
and carrion crows; which afforded no agreeable 
fpectacle to thofe who furvived. — At the fame 
time the wet feafon began, during which, a deluge: 
of rain falls from the rifing to the fetting of the. 
fun, without intermiffion; and that no fooner 
ceafes, than it begins to thunder and lighten with. 
fuch continual flafhing, that-one can fee to read 
a very {mall print by the illumination. |

tain, which is rejected -——I am in danger 
of fuffocation through the malice af Cramp-

—Morgan’s affettion for me proved—tbe 
bebaviour of Mackfoane and. Crampley to-

HE. change of the semmeiicia occafioned 
by this phoenomenon, confpited with the 
ftench that furrounded us, the heat of the climate, 


our own.conftitutions impoverifhed by bad prea | 


vifion, and our defpair, to introduce the bilious 


fever among us, which raged with fuch violence = 


that three foasths of thofe whom it invaded, died ~ 
in.a deplorablé:manner ; the colour of their skin, — 
being by the entteme putrefaction a their j juices, 
changed into that of foot: 

Our condu&ors fiading things in this fituation,

eockpit, which by this tume, was grown intolerable 
even to people. .in health, by reafon of the heat 
and unwholfome fmell of decayed provifion ; I 
4wrote a petition to the captain reprefenting my 
cafe, and: humbly imploring his permiffion to 
lie among: the foldiers.in the middle-deck, for the 
benefit of the air: But I might have tpared my felf 
the trouble:; for this humane commander refuled 
my requeft, and ordered me. to continue in the 
place allotted for the furgeon’s mates, or e'fe be 
contented to lie in the hofpital, which, by the 
‘bye, was three degrees more offenfive and more - 
fuffocating than our own birth below.—Another 
‘jn my condition, perhaps, would have fubmitted 
to his fate, and died in a pet; .buyt I could not

gagement: He being informed of my-condition, 
offered me the ufe of-his birth in the midd!er. 
deck, which was inclofed -with canyas-and well-. 
aired by a port-hole that remained open within 
it.---I embraced this propofal with joy, and.was 
immediately conducted to the place, where I was” 
treated, while my illnefs lafted, with the utmoft 
tendernefs and care ‘by this grateful halberdien,. 
who had no other bed for himfelf thaa.a -hea- 
coop, during the whole paflage.---Here I Jay and 
enjoyed the breeze, notwithftanding: of which, 
my malady gained ground, and at-length my

when he went away, fpit them out, and ;wathed 
my mouth with water-gruel: I feemingly com- - 


plied in this manner, ure I might not-afkront. the

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blood of Cara€tacus, by a refufal which might 
have intimated a difidence of his phy fical capa- 
cy ; for he atted as my phyfician; doctor Mae- 
fhane never once enquiring about me, or ever 
knowing where I was. --- When my diftemper 
was at the height, Morgan thought my cafe def- 
perate, and after having applied a blifter to the 
nape of miy eck, fqueezed my. hand, bidding

pearance of this. revived my hopes, and I had 
sefieGion and -refolution enough to . take the 
advantage of this favourable fymptom, by tearing 
the dhirt from my body and the fheets trom my

put on, and to have pulled it off afterwards, in 
a fit of delirium, This apology fatisfied my 
friend, who om this occafion abated a gocd deal 
of his ftiffnefs in regard to pundtilio’s; and as we 
were now fafely arrived at Jamaica, where I had

jut able to craw] about the deck, with a ftaff in 
my hand, I met do&or Mackfhane, who paffed 
by me with a difdainful look, and did not 
youchfafe to honour me with one word: Aftes 
him came Crampkey, who ftrutting up to me, | 
with a firrce countenance, pronounced, ** Here’s 
** fine difcipline on board, when fuch lazy fculk- 
** ing fons of b—ches as you, are allowed, on 
** pretence of ficknefs, ¢o loop at your eafe, 
‘¢ while your betters are kept to hard duty !’’.-. 
The fight and behaviour of this malicious fcoun- 
drel, entaged me fo much, that I could fcarce re- 
fain from laying my cudgel acrofs his pate ;

on board, ia a ten-oar’d barge, overfhadowed 
with a vaft umbrella, and appeared in every thing 
guite the reverfe of Oakhum, being a tall, thin, 
young man, dreffed in this manner ; a white hat 
garnifhed with ared feather, adorned his head, 
from whence his hair flowed down upon his 
Shoulders, in ringlets tied behind with a ribbon.— 
His coat canfifting of pink-coloured filk, lined 
with white, by the elegance of the cut retired 
backward, as it were, to difcover a white fattin. 
waiftcoat embroidered with gold, unbottoned at 
the upper part to ‘difplay a broch fet with. gar- 
nets, that glittered in the’ breaft of his fhirt, 
which was of the fineft cambrick, edged with 
right mechlin: The knees of his crimfon velve¢ 
breeches fcaree defcended fo low as to meet a.

— As he proceeded 
in his fpeech, he continued advancing towards 
the captain, whofe noftrils were no fooner faluted

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:' At length, the Giezard arrived ;: and ‘as ‘my 
patients were all fit: for duty, they and I: were 
ordered ‘en ‘board 6f her, where} underflood 
from Mr. Tomlins, that thére-was 2 éryrie& be+ 
tween the li¢utenant and-him,'on ry account { 
that' rancorots ‘villain’ having taker’ the opportu 
nity -of my ‘abfence, to fill: the captain’s ears 
witha thoufand {candalous ftories, tomy prejudice; _ 
among other-thines affirming; that I had been 
orice tranfported for theft, and tha¢ when I was 
in the Fhuader man of war I- had been whrpt 
for the fame crime.—The furgeon, on the other 
hand,--having’ beard my whele!: flory’ from'my 
own mouth, defended:me ftrenuoufly, ard in the 
courf:of that good=natur’d office, recounted all 
the inflances of Crampley’s ‘malice againft me, 
gehile TF reniained on board of that: fhip.—W bich 
declaration, while it fatisfied' thé captain: of my 
janorence, made the lieutenant xs mach: my de- 
fender’s enemy zs mine, Thivinfernal behaviour 
pf Crampley, with regard ‘to ine; added fuck fuel 
to: my former -refentment, ‘that at certain times, f 
was quite. befide myfelf with the deftre of revenge, 
and'was‘even tempted to pifto!’ him on the quar- 
ter-deck, though an infamous death: muft inevi= 
tably have been my: reward:— But the furgedn, 
who was iny confident, arpadd ‘againft futh a 
defperare sétion  effeCiually; that’ F' AMled® the 
fisme.which‘eonfuined me, - for theprefent, and 
refolved to wait'@ mrore-convénient: opportu> 
nity. «- In the mean time, that Mr. Tomlin 
aight.be the more convinced of the wrongs I 
fuffered ‘by this. fellow’s flander,: I- begged he 
would go apd vifit Mr. Fhomfon, whofe wonder- 
ful efcape 1 had made hins acquainted- with, aud 
ae ss enquire 
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enquire of him into the ‘particulars of ‘my con- 
duct,,, while he,was. my,.fellowsmate,. This the 
{urgeon complied with, more; through, curiafity 
to.feg a perfon. whole fate had been. Ha: extraordie 
nary, than to confirm his, good epinion.of me, 
which, he aflured . me, was. already. firmly. ear 
 bhithed.—He therefore. fet out. for .the dwellings 
place. of . my friend, with a letter, ef introduction 
from me ; and being received with al). the civiliy 
and kindnefs I .expedted, returned -to the. thip, 
not only fatished with my character, beyond: the 
power of doubt or ipfinuatien, but.alfo charmed 
- with the affability and converfation of . Thompfon, 
who loaded..him' and. mg, with prefents of frefh 
ftock, liquors. and fruit. .As he would not ven-~ 
ture to come and. fee us.on board, Jeft Crampley 
fhould .know. and detain him, when the time. of 
our. departure approached, I obtained.leave-to go 
and bid him, farewel.— After we bad vowed an 
everlatting friendthip, he preffed upon me-a. purh 
with four double dubloons, which I refufed as long 
as I could,.without giving umbrage; and :baviag 
¢ordiall y embr. ced gach other, I returnad.on boards 
where I founda fmall box, with a letter. direGed 
for me, to. the care of Mr. Tomlins.—Knowing 
the fuperfcription to be of Tbom/on’s haad-writ- 
ing, I opened it with fame furprize, and Jearned 
that this generous friend, pot contented with lead- 
ing me with theiprefents-already mentioned, had 
fent for my ufe and. acceptance, halfa dozen Ant 
fhirts, and. as many linnen waiftcoats: and. APH 
with twelve pair of new thread-ftockings. —— 

Being thus provided with money, and all necefla- 
ries for the comfort of. life, I began to look upon 
myfelf asa gentleman of pea at acs bare 
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Next day we failed for Port-Royal, where we 
arrived fafely with our prizes ; and as thete was 
nothing to do on boerd, I went afhore, and hav- 
ing purchafed a laced waiftcoat, with fome other 
cloaths at avendue, made a fwaggering figure-for 
fome days, among the taverns, where [ ventured 
to play 2 little at hazard, and came off with fifty 
piftoles in my pocket. Mean while our captain 
was promoted to a fhip of twenty guns, and the 
command of the Lizzard given to a man turned 
of fourfcore,- whe had been Heutenant fince the 
reign of king. William to this time, and notwith- 
ftanding his long fervice, would have probably 
died in that ftation, had he not employed fome 
prize-money he hed Jately received, to make 
intereft with -his {uperiors. - My frtend Bray] was 
alfo made an officer about the fame time, after he 
had ferved in quality of midfhipman and mate

tions, the admiral pitched: upon our fhip to carry 
home difpatches for the: miniftry ; accordingly we 
fet fail for England, having firft fcrubbed her
